About this Website 



The eCoLoRe website is the principle means of distributing 
materials created as part of the project to the wider 
community. 

Localisation 

It aims to implement good practice in localisation in web 
design, in terms of user-friendliness and ease of 
management. 

Content will be made available in as many languages as 
possible within the scope of the project. 

• Language selection menus appear on every page of 
the site. Where a page is not currently available in 
the requested language, alternatives are offered. 

• Wherever possible, suitable characters are used, not 
only for letters and diacritics, but also in punctuation, 
e.g. quotation marks. 

Please note that, while our pages include metadata 
describing the language and character encoding (Unicode 
- UTF-8) used, you may need to experiment with your 
browsers character encoding settings for all language 
versions to display properly. These are often found in the 
"View" menu of graphical browsers. 

Accessibility 

Accessibility, in more general terms, is also a priority. We 
have taken care to ensure that the site does not depend on 
the use of particular software or settings, and that 
established standards have been met. 

• AH pages served to end users should be valid 
HTML4.01. 

• Graphical material is labelled to describe its content 
for those who cannot access it directly, whether 
because of visual impairment or the capabilities of 
their browser. 

• Sizes of fonts etc are relative, and are therefore 
independent of specific settings. 

• Alternatives are provided to the (minimal) use of

• The simple tabular layout of our pages is handled 
gracefully by text-only web browsers, such as Lynx. 
Additional links are provided to aid navigation in non- 
graphical user agents. 

• While we recognise that value of separating style 
from structure, only the most widely supported 
features of the CSS (Cascading Stylesheets) 
standard have been used. 

We take time to make sure that the content of our pages is 
clear in a number of web browsers, including: Konqueror, 
Mozilla and Lynx on Linux; Internet Explorer, Netscape, 
and Opera on Windows. If our pages are not displayed 
clearly by your chosen software, please let us know. 

Behind the Scenes 

The user should always be the focus of good web design. 
However, the way in which the site works on the server 
side has implications for users, even though they may be 
hidden from view. 

Each page on the site is generated using XSLT 
stylesheets from DocBook-compliant XML source files. 
Separate files containing navigation links and the main 
content are combined to generate webpages. This has 
several advantages for both content and localisation 
management. 

Content Management 

• Content is separated from the final form in which it is 
presented. 

o Content only needs to be modified at one point 
in the source. For example, when a new 
navigation link is added, all pages will 
incorporate this automatically. 

o All pages on the site are formatted consistently. 
A change to a font in the stylesheet will be 
reflected in all pages which are subsequently 
output in any language. This process should 
also help to ensure validity of the output. 

Localisation Management 

• Each language version is held in a separate file. A 
wrapper file incorporates all language versions of 
each page of content. 
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o New translations can be dropped in with 
minimal side effects on existing material. 

o We can work on the different language versions 
independently, thus simplifying translation and 
maintenance. 

o Links point to the wrapper file. Parameters are 
appended as suffixes to these links to control 
the processing of the stylesheet so that content 
is delivered in the requested language. This 
means that a users' language preferences 
persist from page to page, without any 
dependence on their software or setup. We do 
not use cookies.
